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COURT THROWS OPEN

Helen Maloney Said She Took 
Osborne to Ward Off a For- , 
eigner She Disliked. 


NEVER LIVED WITH BROKER 


Neither Regarded Their Wedding as 
Binding, She Says—Annulment 
Made Absolute. 


The veil of secrecy so carefully thrown 
about the facts surrounding the remark- 
able marital adventures of Helen 
Maloney, daughter of Martin Maloney of 
Philadelphia, Standard Oi] Director and 
Papal Marquis, was lifted yesterday by 
Supreme Court Justice Gerard. After 
signing the final decree annulling Miss 
Maloney’s marriage to Arthur Herbert 
Osborne, the stock broker, Justice Gerard 
ordered that the official record covering 
in-

the proceedings be opened to public’ 
spection. 

Miss Maloney is now free to wed Sam- 
uel R. Clarkson, the young Englishman 
with whom she eloped to Europe last 
year, always provided that the Church of 
Rome views the matter in the same light 
as does the Supreme Court of the State 


of New York. 

As revealed in the papers, the primary 
grounds for the annulment of the mar- 
riage are: 

First—That the plaintiff was never legal- 
ly married to the defendant. 

Second—That the purported marriage 
between the plaintiff and defendant is 
null, void, and of no effect. 


Marriage Only a Pretext. 


Miss Maloney was the principal witness the ground. 


on her own behalf in the proceedings be- 
fore the referee, Her story was corrob- 
orated in every detail affecting him by 
Osborne. Both testified that the cere- 
mony performed by Justice of the Peace 
Boyd at Mamaroneck on Dec. 28, 1905,

cautionary measure to save Miss Maloney | 


from the attentions of titled foreigners, 
which were regarded favorably by 
the parents of the young woman, 
Both testified that they had never 
lived together, and, in fact, had not been 
left alone together after the ceremony. 
Miss Maloney was made to account for 
every minute of the time after the cere- 
money in which she was in Mr. Osborne's 
company. In every instance she swore, 
and was corroborated by many witnesses, 
that they had not been left alone for a 
single moment. 

After describing the reason for the mar- 
riage, Miss Maloney, as showing the lack 
of any intention of the ceremony being re- 
garded by either herself or Osborne as a 
binding marriage, said that both of them 
agreed that when the real marriage was 
solemnized, it was to be by a Roman 
Catholic priest in the presence of their 
mutual friends. She admitted that they 
had been betrothed, but said that later 
she changed her mind and broke off the 
engagement. 

The evidence was taken before Daniel F. 
Cohalan, who was appointed as Referee 
by Justice McCall. The hearings began on 
Jan. 31 last. Miss Maloney appeared as a 
witness on Feb. 5. She gave her name as 
Helen Maloney, and said she was 21 years 
old, She was piloted through her long ex- 
amination by her counsel, A. L. Humes. 
After saying that she regarded and re- 
speéted the laws of the Roman Catholic 
Church, she said she first met Osborne at 
Spring Lake, N. J., in 1905, when she was 
18 years old. 

Osborne Proposed When She Was 18. 

“Did he during that Summer propose 
marriage to you?” asked Mr. Humes. 
He did,’ was the reply. 

Q.—What did you tell him? A.—I told 
him that ff at the end of six months I 
cared for him the same as I did then I 
would become engaged to him.

CALLS CHRIST AN ARYAN. 


Religious Historians, In Spite of Prof. 
Haupt, Still Hold Him a Jew. 
OXFORD, Sept. 17.—The International 


Congress of the History of Religion, the 
sessions of which began Tuesday, was 


aroused to a high pitch of excitement to- | 


day by a paper presented by Prof. Paul 
Haupt of Johns Hopkins University, Bal- 
timore, in which he endeavored to demon- 
strate by a process of ethnological reason- 
ing that Christ was not a Jew, but an 
Aryan. 

Prof. Haupt’s paper provoked the keen- 
est discussion, but he refused to be drawn 
into racial arguments. Dr. M. Gaster, the 
noted Jewish writer and lecturer, was his 
most impressive oppenent. He pointed 
out that in all their accusations the Jews 
never reproached Jesus with a proselyte 
ancestry, and that the omission of such 
evidence was highly signif:cant.

FRIEND COULDN’T SAVE HER 


Conductor and Motorman Arrested on 
a Charge of Homicide—A 
War Over Confetti. 


One of the 500,000 who went down to 
Coney Island last night to take part in the 
fourth night of the Mardi Gras was Mrs. 
Alice Bliss of 284 Herkimer Street, 
Brooklyn, 32 years old, supposed to be the 
wife of William J. Bliss, a real estate 
operator. She had with her $851. She 
vas killed by a Culver Line elevated 
train before she left the platform ‘at 
Coney Island. 

Mrs. Bliss was accompanied by her 
friend, Mrs, Julia Walling, of 4 Decatur 
Street, Brooklyn. The Culver Line train 
on which they were passengers ran into 
Pocket No. 2 at the station at 8 o'clock, 
just as the parade was passing that point 
along Surf Avenue, The passengers 
could see the paraders through the sta- 
tion. 

At about the same time another train 
rolled into Pocket No. 1, and the passen- 
gers from both trains, numbering about 
2,000, were discharged on a single plat- 
form between the two pockets. The sight 
and sound of the passing parade stam- 
peded the 2,000 toward the exits. 

Among the women who were tossed 
back and forth by the rushing, howling, 
jostling mob of funmakers were Mrs. 
Bliss and her friend. Mrs. Bliss was 
pinned finally against the train from 
which she had just alighted, as It started 
to move forward. She was rolled around 
and around between the crowd and the 
car, until finally one of her legs slipped 
down between the platform and the car, 

She screamed until she lost conscious- 
ness, but it was hard to hear her in the 
bedlam of noise. Slowly the train was 
breaking every bone in her body. Mrs. 
Walling tugged desperately to save her 
until she fainted. Finally, Conductor Will- 
fam Weiland of 1,121 Rogers Avenue, 
Brooklyn, saw what was happening and 
pulled the emergency brake, stopping the 
train. It had- moved about twenty-five 
feet, and Mrs. Bliss had fallen backward 
between two cars. Nearly every bone in 
her body was broken, 

The body was removed to the Coney 
Island Morgue. Mrs. Walling was taken 
to the Coney Island Police Station; where 
it required an hour to resuscitate her.

ANCIENT RELICS DESTROYED. 


Fire in Johng Hopkins Library Causes 
Loss of Many Treasures. 


RALTIMORBE, Md., Sept. 17.—FMre this 
evening on the top floor of McCoy Hall, 
the library of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, did what the authorities of the 
{Institution describe as inestimable dam- 
age. 

The flames were confined to a room in 
which was stored records and files fe- 
lating to seclentific work and research at 
Johns Hopkins and elsewhere, and these 
appear to have been totally destroyed. 
In an adjoining room were 25,000 un- 
bound periodicals in various languages 


These were, 
utterly ruined by water. 

A very valuable collection of papyr! and 
archaeological specimens from Thebes 
and Memphis was destroyed, and great 
damage was done to a Roman and Hel- 
lenic collection brought to the university 
last year, which included Roman jewels 
from Herculaneum. 

Books in other parts of the llbrary were 
damaged by water and smoke, some 
30,000 volumes having suffered in this 
way. Defective electric wiring is believed 
to have started the fire.

WIRELESS TYPING DONE. 


Knudson’s Machine Seen at Work— 
Says Type May Be Set Same Way.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—Hans Knudson, 
a Danish electrical engineer, whose in- 
ventions have been fully described in 
THD NEW York TIMBS, to-day gave a 
practical demonstration of his ability 
to work.a typewriter by wireless teleg- 
raphy. Knudson declares that a lino- 
type composing machine can be oper- 
ated in a similar fashion, and although 
to-day’s demonstration was made with 
apparatus in a more or less experimen- 
tal stage of construction, the results 
were such as to open. up a wonderful 
vista of almost magical attainment. 

Many people present at the demon- 
stration, which was held at the Hotel 
Cecil, wrote on a wireless typewriter tn 
one room, and what they wrote was im- 
mediately printed by a receptive type- 
writer in a neighboring apartment. In 
a precisely similar way Knudson says it 
will be possible to actuate a linotype 
machine, messages of news being sent 
off on a wireless keyboard at a central 
office or news agency: 

Telegraphing sketches and _ photo- 
graphs by wireless can also be accom- 
plished, he asserts, by means ‘of.a spe- 
cial form.of the same machine.

The ingenuity of a plea maZ@e by James 
Walsh, a big longshoreman, arraigned in 
Special Sessions yesterday, saved him 
$184 and resulted {n a decision making the 
Justices of Special Sessions the first 
Judges In the history of the State to set 
the price of labor for prisoners on. the 
Island. 

Walsh was charged with having neg- 
lected to pay the stipulated sum of 50 
cents a week to the Catholic Protectory, 
where his little daughter Kate is being 
brought up. He was $215 in arrears, and 
the Justices were about to send him to 
the Island when he said: 

‘“‘Now, your Honors, it's just this way. 
‘ve been on the Island twice already be- 
cause of that 50 cents a week, and I shov- 
eled coal hard there all the time—I had 
to. I put in about six months there, and 
the State owes me something for my 
work.”

The wires formed a sort of wide- | 
meshed screen before the aviator and his 
passenger. In climbing into the seat at 
the start both men had to crawl back of 
the wires to get in their places. It was 
these wires that undoubtedly cut and 
lacerated the faces and bodies of both} 
when the machine fell with them. 

The machine was a wreck of blood- 
stained wood, wire, and canvas. The 
broad stretch of planes was broken and 
twisted. The framework was shattered, 
and ends of crosspleces had been ariven 
through the canvas, -which was practe- 
cally in tatters. The force of the shock 
when the machine struck the earth 
wrenched the forward planes and the} 
horizonal rudder into a shapeless mass of ; 
canvas, wires, and wood. 

An examination of the broken blade! 
showed that it had been snapped off at; 
a point.one-fourth of the distance from) 
the hub. A deep indentation of the broken 
piece indicated that it had struck some 
other part of the aeroplane. 





Terrific Impact, 

The impact when the aeroplane struck 
must have been terrific, and it is remark- 
able that both men were not dashed to 
death at once. The machine was flying 
at a speed of about forty miles, and this 
added to the fall of seventy feet gave 
it a terrible force. Pecullarly, however, 
the ground did not show signs of the im- 
pact, although this is explained by the 
fact that the ground is hard from the 
tramping of many feet and baked solid 
by the hot Autumn sun. 

Supt. Magoon of Arlington National 
Cemetery was probably closest to the 
aeroplane when it fell. He was standing 
close to the wall of the cemetery at the 
turn Wright was making to fly back 
down the field when the accident came. 

‘“*T heard the crash with which the pro- 
peller blade was wrenched away,” he said, 
‘and then saw the right hand propeller 
apparently accelerate its speed. From 
where I stood it looked as though this tip- 
ped the machine up, the added force on 
one side throwing it over just as it was 
straightening for the race back to the 
starting point.

SELFRIDGE’S GOOD WORK. 


Recognized as a Leader Among Army 
Aeronautic Students. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Lieut. Thom- 
as E. Selfridge, who was killed by the 
fall of the Wright airship to-day, was one 
of the most enthusiastic believers in aero- 
nautics among the officers in the military 
service, and through his own efforts suc- 


| ceeded in securing a detail with the Aero- 


nautical Division of the Signal Corps. 
He was born in San Francisco 26 years 
ago, and was appointed to the Military 
Academy at West Point from that State. 
He was appointed a Second Lieutenant in 
the Artillery Corps in 1903, and commis- 
sioned a First Lieutenant four years later,

From then on, however, Wright gained 
gradually what appears to have been a 
complete mastery of his machine. He 
broke the world’s record for two men 
twice, the last time with Lieut. Lahm. 
He brotighkt his record-making flights to a 
grand climax last Saturday, when he flew 
in the air for 1 hour 14 minutes and 20 
seconds. 

During that flight he executed compli- 
cated manoeuvres and reversed the 
curvature of his flight. On coming down 
he naively declared he could have re- 
mained up an hour or so longer if he had 
not grown so hungry in the upper air 
that dinner appealed to him much more 
than added fame. 

Only the day previous Wright estab- 
lished a world record when he flew above 
the parade grounds at Fort Myer for one 
hour five minutes and fifty-two seconds. 
On. Thursday he had established still an 
earlier record mark by driving his ma- 
chine around for fifty-seven minutes and 
thirty-one seconds, only to smash that 
later in the day by remaining up an hour 
two minutes and ten seconds. 

The remarkable performances of the 
wizard of the air who lies in the hospital 
to-night roused the enthusiasm of the 
world. He has grown in the last two 
weeks from fame comparatively local to 
science into having his name a household 
in all the civilized nations pf the 
earth, His friends here say to-night that 
although his body is broken they feel 
sure his spirjt is not, and they predict he 
will find a lesson in to-day’s tragic acci- 
dent that will advance still further the 
science of aeronautics.

for 168 feet, but glided into the water. 

The first machine built by the Expert- 
ment Association at Hammondsport was 
Selfridge’s Red Wing. It was constructed 
from his own designs, assisted by the’en- 
gineer, Glenn H. Curtiss, who built the 
engine, an _ eight-cylinder forty-horse- 
power motor. Lieut. Selfridge did not go 
up in the first flight, which was made 
March 12 of this year. F. W. Baldwin, a 
elvil engineer of Toronto, and an active 
member of the association, operated the 
machine, and it made a successful flight 
over Lake Keuka of 318 feet 11 inches. Of 
the flight Prof. Bell said: 

“It was the first public exhibition of 
the flight of a heavier-than-atr machine 
in America,”’ 

Five days later the machine was se- 
riously damaged and a short time after 
Mr. Curtiss’s June Bug was built, which 
has flown over a mile. 

The organization of the Experiment As- 
sociation was brought about largely 
through the interest of Lieut. Selfridge in 
aeronautical matters. He recognized the 
need for a place where practical experi- 
ments might be made. 

“In conversation with Lieut. Selfridge,” 
said Prof. Bell, in speaking of the organ- 
ization, ‘‘I found he had made a special 
study of heavier than air machines, and 
knew everything being done abroad. The 
association was then started as a help to 
carry out my notion in regard to tetra- 
hedral structures, but the men composing 
it were of independent minds. It helped 
me to complete the tetrahedral structure 
one advance so as to put a man in the 
air.”’

PRESS AGENT SUES CHANLER. 


Saying That He Agreed with Bryan to 
Quit Presidential Race. 


The fact that Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler, 
Democratic nominee for Governor, who 
was after the Presidential nomination last 
Spring, only let up in his aspirations 
after arriving at an agreement with Mr. 
Bryan, which, it is said, had in view the 
Lieutenant Governor's nomination for the 
Vice Presidency, came out yesterday when 
an application was made by counsel for 
Mr. Chanler, to vacate an order made by 
Justice Dugro for Mr, Chanler’s examina- 
tion, befére trial, in an action brought 
by William F. Clark against the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, to recover $20,000 for 
publicity work done by Mr. Clark in the} 
interests of Mr. Chanler’s Presidential 
nomination. Decision was reserved. 

Clark, who is represented by Clarence 
J. Shearn, personal attorney for W. 
Hearst, in an affidavit filed with the 
Court, says: 

That on or about July, 1908, the defendant 
(Mr. Chanler) in pursuance of a scheme to 
procure for himself the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President of the United States for 
the election of 1908, through his agent, one 
William T Manning, engaged and employed 
the plaintiff (Clark) to take charge of the 
publicity end of defendant's said scheme to 
procure the Democratic nomination for Pres- 
ident as aforesaid, to write articles concern- 
ing the defendant, procure appropriate pic- 
tures and cartoons and obtain interviews 
with prominent politiclans and cause. the 
same to be widely published throughout the 
United States In newspapers of wide circu- 
lation and influence; that defendant agreed 
to pay plaintiff for his services as afore- 
said, the sum of $20,000. 

That thereafter plaintiff rendered the de- 
fendant the services required of him under 
said agreement, andy by means of a news 
bureau, created public sentiment in many 
sections of the United States favorable ‘+o 
defendant’s aforesaid scheme to procure for 
himself said Democratic nomination ‘for 
President; that in the performance of such 
services the plaintiff wrote and caused to 
be widely published divers political news 
letters, procured interviews with prominent 
politicians, and caused the same to be wide- 
ly published, and rendered other services. 

Mr. Chanler's defense is that Manning, 
now dead, offered to promote Mr. Chan- 
ler’s candidacy for the Presidency, and to 
demand no payment other than the Lieu- 
tenant Governor wished to give volun- 
tarily. He says he paid Manning $15,000, 
and that he had no dealings with Clark. 

If the decision goes against Mr. Chan- 
ler he will have to appear in court next 
Saturday.

ON A FLYING TRIP 


Arrives at Grand Central Station 
from Rochester and Hurries 
Away to Delaware. 


Will Make Two Speeches Here To- 
day, One tq Commercial Travel- 
ers and Another at Carnegie Hall. 


William Jennings Bryan arrived in this 
city from Rochester yesterday morning, 
made a record rush across the city and 
over to Jersey City en route to Delaware, 
where he spoke in the afternoon and 
evening. He will speak in this city twice 
to-day and then hurry away to Provi- 
dence, R. I. 

The train on which Mr. Bryan came to 
town from Rochester arrived at the 
Grand Central an hour and fifteen min- 
utes late, the delay necessitating an en- 
tire change of schedule for Mr. Bryan's 
trip to Delaware. He traveled in the 
private car Olivet, and on the train with 
him were Norman E. Mack, Chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee; 
Charles F. Murphy, Bird S. Coler, and 
several other Tammanyites. With Mr. 
Mack and Secretary Burton of the Na- 
tional Committee Mr. Bryan went over 
campaign plans. . _ 

On the trip down Mr. Bryan said he had 
not then read ex-Gecretary of State Ol- 
ney’s indorsement of his candidacy, but 
was gratified to hear of it. When told 
of Mr. Taft's statement that Gov. 
Hughes’s renomination would help the Re- 
publican ticket in both this State and the 
Nation, Mr. Bryan said: 

“Well, I guess Mr. Taft can talk 
about that better than I can. He Its 
speaking for his party, of course, and I 
guess he wants to believe that that is 
the case. It is very easy for a man to 
believe what he wants to believe.” 

“Do you think the Democratic National 
ticket will win in this State?"’ he was 
asked. 

“Our people are very confident. I am 
pleased with the State ticket and am glad 
there is Democratic harmony in the 
State.” 

A crowd was on hand to greet Mr. Bryan 
when he reached the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, and he was loudly cheered as he 
walked to an automobile which was to 
carry him to the Pennsylvania ferry. Na- 
tional Committeeman Willard Saulsbury 
of Delaware met him and accompanied 
him on his trip South. He was cheered 
a little at the ferry, but not at all at the 
Jersey City terminal, practically no one 
in the stetion being aware of his pres- 
ence. Robert Davis, leader of Hudson 
County, met him and talked for a few 
minutes before the train, to which a pri- 
vate car had been attached, left the plat- 
form. 

“You gave me 10,000 last time,’’ said 
Mr. Bryan to Mr Davis. ‘“‘Can you do 
as well this year?” 

“Yes, and better,”’ said Davis. 

When Mr. Bryan returns to town: to- 
day he will be met by Ferdinand Zeigel, 
President of the Commercial Travelers’ 
League; Mr. Mack, and Vice Chairman 
Joseph Hudspeth of the National Com- 
mittee. “He ‘wilt go first to the Hoffman 
House, where he will hold @ conference 
with Mr. Mack’ and Mr. Hudspeth, At 
12:30 he will be driven in an automobile 
to the headquarters of the Commercial 
Travelers’ League, 597 Broadway, where 
lie will make a speech. Controller Metz 
is to preside, and there will be several 
speakers. 

After speaking to the commercial trav- 
elers, Mr. Bryan will return to the Hoff- 
man House, where he will map out, with 
the aid of Mr. Mack, a tour of the Middle 
Western States, which he will begin with- 
in a week. It may be that the tour will 
carry him to the Pacific Coast, but this 
has not been decided upon.

TAFT TO SPEAK HERE AGAIN 


Will 
East Late in the Campaign— 
Meyer’s Tribute to Taft. 
\ 


Frank H. Hitchcock, Chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, returned 
to town yesterday, and in the course of 
the day received information from a 
delegation of Congressional committee- 
men from Maryland that that State would 
surely go for Taft. Mr. Hitchcock also 
saw some committeemen from Connecti- 
cut, but he did not seem as favorably 
impressed by what the New Englanders 
told him as he was by the talk of the 
Marylanders. He announced that. Mr. 
Taft would make a speaking tour in the 
East late in the campaign. 

The Connecticut delegation which called 
on Mr. Hitchcock consisted of Charles 
Fy Brooker, Senator Bulkeley, State Chair- 
man Keneally, and others. The Chairman 
said after they left that they had as- 
sured him that the National ticket was 
safe in Connecticut despite the factional 
differences that had arisen over the nom- 
ination of Congressman Lilley for the 
Governorship. 

In the delegation from Maryland there 
Was a representative from every Con- 
gressional district in the State, in addi- 
tion to State Chairman Thomas Parran 
and William P. Jackson, National Com- 
mitteeman.. The conference with the Na- 
tional Chairman was considered of the 
greatest importance, inasmuch as thé Re- 
publican leaders heretofore have regarded 


Maryland as the only really debatable 
State in the East. Mr. Parran had this 
to say afterward regarding Mr. Bryan's 
recent visit to Baltimore: 

He had a@ fairly good meeting, but noth- 
ing like as large as his leaders expected. 
A great many left the meeting before he 
had concluded. I do not think that Mr, 
Bryan made many votes, and hig visit has 
not disturbed the Republicans in the least. 
Everything is harmonious with us. Wwe 
have no doubt as to the result. With The 
Baltimore Sun, The News, and The World, 
all Democratic papers, against Bryan, and 
The Baltimore American, as usual, enthusi- 
astically supporting Judge Taft, the Demo- 
crates are unable to do much, and the ma- 
jority Taft and Sherman will receive in 
Maryland will be surprisingly large. Things 
are in such good shape in Maryland that 
we came over to New York to help. 
Postmaster General Meyer had luncheon 

with Mr. Hitchcock and discussed with 
him the arguments that should be made 
in reply to Mr. Bryan's statements on 
the question of Government guarantee of 
bank deposits.

So I believe that the people of 
this country will select Judge Taft for the 
Presidency. 

Mr. Hitcheock announced that ex-Gov. 
Myron T. Herrick would be the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee in Ohio. 
He will organize his own committee in 
that State. His Spentinent was agreed 
upon in Cincinnati, when Mr. Hitchcock 
had a conference with Mr. Vorys. He 
said yesterday, too, that he had held a 
conference with Senator Borah of Idaho, 
who has been speaking in New England. 
The Senator told Mr. Hitchcock that 
there was great enthusiasm displayed 
wherever a big rally had been attempted. 

Mr. Hitchecok said that the State ticket 
nominated by the Republicans at Saratoga 
suited him very well.

Sven Hedin, Driver of Beast 
Reached Unknown Lakes. 
LONDON, Sept. 17.—A special dispatch 
from Simla, British India, says it was by 
deceiving the Tibetans regarding his in- 
tentiqns that Sven Hedin, the Swedish ex- | 
plorer, was enabled to evade the Tibetan 
spies when he started in December, 1907. 
A short distance from Karakoram ‘Pass 
he turned due east, and in a continuous | 
fall of snow and amid great hardships he 


reached Aksai Chin Lake in January. 
From that point on the snow obliterated 
the roads; and the caravan was in terrible | 
straits. j 

Some of the party suffered from frost 
bites, and Dr. Hedin’s feet were frozen. 
It became necessary to kill off their flock 
* sheep for food. Eventually, however, 
nomads resupplied them with animals, | 
and a twenty days’ march east and south- 
east, passing Lem Chang Lake, brought 
the explorers to a point where the plunge 
into the unknown had to be made.

and we have embodied this principle in 
the clause of our trade treaties. Our 
co-operation is won in advance for all 
measures which, by unalterable laws, 
make secure the rights of humanity. 
“Germany has been taught in the 
echoyvl of hard experience for three cent- 
urljes, and she is and must be strong enough | 
to defend her territory, her dignity, and 
her independence.

Gov. Hughes has received the brief of 
Franklin Pierce, counsel of the petition- 
ers for the removal of District Attorney 
Jerome. It consists of fifty-four Closely 
typewritten pages, which, while they re- 
view all the charges, amount to a savage 


ittack on Mr. Jerome, severe criticism of 
Commissioner Richard L. Hand, and an 
earnest plea to the Governor to reverse 
Mr. Hand's decision vindicating the Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

Mr. Jerome's. actions are referred to 
as *‘ wickedness "’; he himself is alluded to 
as a ‘masterful fakir,’” as a man*‘who 
has made a record “as false as the evil 
| one to procure the liberty of George W. 
| Perkins and other scoundrels.’’ Mr. 
| Pierce Says: ‘* The bones of the victims 
| of New York rascality and crime whiten 
| every plain in this fair land,” and closes 
with this exhortation to the Governor: 


| is the truth of these transactions. Mill- 

j ions of upturned faces look to you to do 
your duty and save the good name of our 
State.” 

In nnection with the charge in rela- 
tion to Mr. Jerome’s alleged attacks on 
Justices of the Supreme Court, Mr. Pierce 
says: 

_* Now, your Excellency, in this connec- 
tion I want to analyze William Travers 
Jerome as he appears in the facts of this 
case. What man acquainted with the 
history of the world and the history of 
men does not know that many a man, 
vulnerable himself, conscious of being 
guilty of doing evil, has not resorted to 
exactly these methods which appear on 
the part of Mr. Jerome to divert atten- 
tion from his own wickedness?” 

The actual arguments adduced by Mr. 
Pierce are substantially those brought 
out in the hearings before Commissioner 
Hand.

Secretary Who Accidentally Shot 
lronmaster Leonard Must 
Face Grand Jury. 


RELEASED IN $10,000 BAIL! 


Prosecutor Says ‘While He Thinks Phil- | 
lips Innocent of Intentional Wrong, 
He Showed Culpable Negligence. 


Walter C. Phillips, the secretary antl 


confidential adviser of John Leonard, the | 
aged ironmaster, who was shot and killed 
Wednesday morning in the library of his 
home, at Montclair, N. J., was released 
on $10,000 bail yesterday in Newark to 
appear before the Essex County Grand 
Jury and answer to the charge of invol- 
untary manslaughter. Phillips, was 
told in Tum Times yesterday, was alone} 
in the library with the ironmaster when | 
a pistol, which Phillips.said he found on|} 
the way to his employer's house, ex- 
ploded, and the ball.penetrated Mr. Leon- 
ard’s heart. 

The.police of Montclair believe Phillips 
is innocent. Mrs. Leonard, the iron- 
master’s wife, also believes him inno- 
cent, and refused yesterday to make a 
charge. against him. While Prosecutor 
Wilbur Mott believes his story, he 
yesterday he should thoroughly investi- | 
gate it. ‘ 

This investigation will include an exam- 
ination of Phillips's books and accounts. 
As has already been told, Phillips had } 
sole charge of a small scrap iron-busi- | 
ness, owned by Mr. Leonard. He kept! 
his own tooks and made monthly reports |} 
ta his employer. 

When Phillips was before County 
Prosecutor for examination he | 
willingly agreed to submit his books and 
accounts to.the prosecutor, and said he 
would do all in his power, to facilitate! 
the investigation. 

‘I am innocent of any intentional | 
wrong,”’ he sald. ‘‘ The business is all; 
right, as the accounts will show.” 

Phillips, who spent Wednesday’ night in 
Chief of Police Gallagher's private room 
in the Montclair Police Station, was taken | 
to Newark early yesterday morning, and| 
for nearly an hour he was questioned by | 
Prosecutor Mott. He told again of find-| 
ing the revolver in the road and of havy-' 
ing handed it to the ironmaster, when it 
exploded and killed him 

‘Mr. Phillips tells a story which 
pears to be true in every particular,’’ said 
the Prosecutor after the secretary had 
finished his testimony. ‘“ But, judging by 
his own story, his conduct was so negli-| 
gent that I feel bound to submit to the 
Grand Jury the question as whether | 
his negligence was sO gross as to make} 
him ‘gullty of involuntary manslaughter.” | 
-Aithough Chief of Police Gallagher was 
unwilling. to make a charge against the) 
prisoner, he was instructed by the Prose- | 
ecutor to charge Phillips with man-| 
slaughter.

ing before Special Examiner Franklin 
Ferriss, in the Custom House, and the 
i company adopted it in a novel way. 

Just after the President used the 
7 square deal’’ phrase, the Standard 
; Salesmen were instructed to use it in 
| getting trade. They were to impress upon 
{the merchants of Virginia, Maryland, 
‘and other Southern States that they were 
|entitled to a square deal by getting all 
| the oil they paid for. To lend force to the 
| argument the salesmen were instructed to 
| Sauge the oil barrels of all competitors. 
| If the barrels proved to be overgauged 
the discovery was to be used as a weapon 

against the independents. As one of the 
Standard’s agents, W. L. Blackwelder, exe 
| pressed it yesterday: 

|; “It was by demonstrating to buyers 
|; that they were not getting a square deal 
that I got back much of the trade which 
the Red C Oil Company had wrested from 
' the Standard.” 

The square-deal argument, when ac- 
companied by proof that the oil barrel» 
of rival companies had been overgauged, 
| usually proved a clincher to the mers 
chants, and for a while the Standard re- 

covered much of the trade it had lost 
| through the rate cutting of its competitorg 
‘in the South, 

“it was shown yesterday by one of the 
} witnesses that the position of the bung- 
| hole in the oil barrels was often respon- 
| Sible for mistakes in gauging the quan- 
| tity of ofl the barrels were supposed to 
|hold, Ernest L. Lillard, a salesman for 
{the Standard at Cumberland, Md., ex~ 
plained this. He said that if the bung- 
hole was not in the exact centre of the 
barrel the gauge rod might show wrong 
conclusions, and that it often did. He 
j}said that he usually carried a gauge rod 
to test competitors’ barrels, and that he 
j}always ascertained by measurements 
| whether the bung was correctly situated 
before he began to gauge. Lillard testi- 
fied that he had gauged 100 barrels uf the 
| Red C Oil Company in his territory, and 
| that they were from one to four gallons 
short measure. 

Frank B. Kellogg, the Government's 
lawyer, in cross-examining Mr. Black- 
welder, asked: 

“Do you think it is fair to gauge bare 
rels in the absence of the competitors® 
representatives? "’ 

“I do,” replied Mr. Blackwelder. “They 
are at liberty to gauge any of my bar- 
rels.”’ 

He then told of having gauged twenty- 
nine barrels at Charlotte, Md., most of 
which were short measure. He said, too, 
that he had never made a price cut in

BAD CHAPMAN CHECK 


_ Took One for $2,783 with Al- 
leged Forged Indorsement 
by L. A. Cooper.

But His Employers Tell Police They 
Do Not Care to Make a Complaint 
—Say Loss Is Not Theirs. 


Not only the Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany, but the Astor Trust Company as 
well, accepted the check irfdorsed fraud- 
ulently, it is alleged, by Lehman A, Coop-: 
er, the missing manager of the uptown 
office of E. R. Chapman & Co. Although 
he banked as a rule with the Knicker- 
bocker he opened an account with the 
Astor for the few months during whic! 
the Knickerbocker suspended payments. 
A check for $2,783, one of those which it 
is aileged were fraudulently indorsed by 
Cooper, was passed through the trust} 
company in May. Vice President Pros- 
ger of the Astor Trust Company said 
yesterday: 

“Mr. Cooper had an 
here from October to May. Now his bal- 
ance stands at less than $1. He paid into 
it a check for $2,783 with what we are; 
informed is a false indorsement. It went 
through in the regular course of business | 
and we collected on the check all right 
We are not out a cent, and so far have 
done nothing in the matter. The. ques- 
tion of our responsibility for the money 
has not yet been settled.” 

‘the Pinkertons have been instructed 
to follow up Mr, Cooper by a firm of| 
lawyers, who are understood to represent} 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company, which 
ig liable for the bulk of the $40,000 which 
is missing. E. R. Chapman & Co, have 
not employed any detectives in the case, 
as they understand that they are not re- 
sponsible for the money. The banks put- 
ting through checks with a forged in- 
doersement must make good all losses, 
not the firm whose signature has been | 
used, 

The police have not been informed about 
the alleged forgery. Inspector McCaf- 
ferty has asked the parties concerned | 
to give him information, but has been told 
that no one wishes to make a complaint. |! 
it was said at Detective Headquarters 
yesterday that the police were doing 
nothing to find Cooper, and did not 
how in the circumstances they could act. | 

A careful examination of the books of 
the uptown branch of FE. R. Chapman &] 
Co. has been made by William C. Van} 
Antwerp, one of the members of the] 
firm. He said afterward: 

“IT am quite certain that we have got to 
the bottom of the defalcation, and that 
$30,000 will cover it. It began last May 
and from time to time after that Cooper 
took checks of one of our customers made | 
Payable to the firm, indorsed them wiah | 
the firm's name and his own signature, 
and deposited them to his private account, 
He did not attempt to imitate anybody's 
writing, but just scrawled the firm's 
name in pen and ink. 

“I can’t account for his going wrong at 
all. I knew him as well as any man did, 
and I have talked to many of his other 
friends. Not one of us knew anything 
shady about him. He didn’t go in for fast 
company; he didn’t speculate or play the} 
races. He hadn't any automobiles or} 
yachts.” ’ 

“Was he blackmailed?’ he was asked. 

“Well, we may all be blackmailed, of | 
course. But he used to go home to Larch- | 
mont regularly every night, and he didn't 
live extravagantly there. He had a cot- 
tage at a rent of $150 a month, and 
kept only one servant. There doesn't 
seem any reason why he should have done 
this thing.’’ 

The length of time which elapsed before 
the first defalcation was discovered caused 
some comment yesterday. It was ex-| 
plained, however, by a man who knows | 
Cooper well as due to the absolute confi- 
dence which everybody had in him. 

‘Customers trusted him,” said his 
friend, “‘his firm trusted him, and the 
banks trusted him. If he had paid into a! 
bank a check made out to one of his cus- | 
tomers, the bank would never have! 
thought that he had forged the custom- 
er’'s indorsement, but would merely have 
wondered why the customer turned the 
money over to him.”

Courts and Board Do Not Agree on 
Duty on Buffalo Hides. 


That the classification of East India 
buffalo hides, long a disturbing factor in 
the administration of the customs in its 
relation to the revenues and the domestic 
hide industry, is a long way from final 
settlement was evidenced yesterday when 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers added another to the list of de- 
cisions it has handed down in an attempt 
to solve the perplexing problem. 

Some time ago the leather trade of the 
country was agituted over the question of |} 
the rate of duty to accrue on so-called 
“Calcutta hides.’” The issue had a run} 
through the Board of Appraisers and the 
Federal courts, with the result that the | 
ef llate tribunal decided that buffalo | 

es, whether from wild or domesticated 
Puffaloes, are dutiable at 15 per cent., un- 
der the provision in the tariff for “ hides 
of cattle.” The question now before the} 
board relates to the classification of buf- 
falo hides from the Singapore district. 

It appears that the United States Cir-} 
euit Court of Appeals has passed upon 
the question, and, in direct opposition to 
the judicial ruling in the Calcutta cases, 
holds that the Singapore hides are proper- | 
ly entitled to free entry under the pro- 
vision in the Dingley tariff for ‘“‘ hides not 
specially provided for.’’ In view of this} 
decision of the higher court, the board is! 
constrained to make a similar ruling, al- 
though General Appraiser McClelland does 
not #gree with the finding of the court,

Yesterday Capt. Loeser told City Mar- 
shal Patrick J. Murphy either to collect 
the fine, with costs, or to lodge Brun- 
wasser in Ludlow Street Jail for a period 
equal to his fine at one dollar a day. 
The City Marshal arrested Brunwasser in 
his barber’s shop. 

As soon as she heard that her husband 
was locked up, Mrs. Brunwasser hurried 
over to the Essex Market Court with the 
youngest of her five children, a two 
months old baby, in her arms. She told 
Magistrate Barlow that she not only had 
not money enough to pay her husband's 
fine, but that, if her husband was not 
permitted to earn k™ family’s living dur- 
ing the next ten days, the whole tamily 
would either have to appeal to charity or 
actually starve. The Magistrate told the 
woman how to get into the jail and see 
her husband. When she saw her husband 
through the bars of his cell, she became 
hysterical and had to be taken away. 
Three hours later she returned to the jail 
with $8.25, which she had borrowed from 
her neighbors, and her husband was re- 
leased.

Explaining Market Conditions. 


One broker said at the close of the 
market yesterday that he had heard more 
explanations of the break than he could 
possibly remember, but none of them im- 
pressed him as being at all accurate. One 
reason for the excess of explanatory mal- 
ter was the desire on the part of traders 
to find some reason for what seemed to 
them to be a severe break. The reaction 
was the first of importance in some time, 
and apparently the possibility of such a 
thing had been ignored. One would imas- 
ine from the consternation with which 
the falling prices were regarded that there 
was a possibility of a small-sized panic. 
It iNustrated only one fact—that is, the 
ease with which the trading fraternity 
‘acquires a habit of mind. All the opin- 
jons offered in explanation of conditions 
in the market, when analyzéd, did not 
yield much in the way of satisfaction. 
Professional selling, profit taking, realiz- 
ing by insiders, manipulation to depress the 
market for the purpose af picking up good 
stocks cheaper, a poor political outlock, 
a good political outlook, and many other 
things were cited as the true and only 
reasons for the decline in prices. It was 
noticeable that there was little tendency 
to characterize the recession as healthy. 


Character of the Trading. 

Therexwas a difference of opinion dur- 
ing the session as to the character of the 
selling. Some reports from the floor said 
that the selling was good; that it came 
-through houses representing operators 
who undoubtedly knew what they were 
doing, and that the evidence of knowl- 
edge and purpose in the selling was clear 
enough. Other brokers actively engaged 
in the market or watching the trading 
professed to be unable to see anything 
more than professional operations for a 
decline in prices, facilitated by the un- 
covering of stop-loss orders. That there 
were many stop-loss orders in the market 
is accepted without question. Some brok- 
ers say that recent sensational advertis- 
ing brought into the market many thinly 
margined accounts. Such a recession as 
that of- yesterday naturally wiped out 
these accounts and reached orders that 
were placed to protect profits. The fact 
Was noted that Smelters had reacted to 
the point at which the original bull came 
paign in that stock began.

New Recruits Are Bearish, 

Some of the big traders in the com- 
modity markets are interested in the 
stock market just now. At least two of 
them have temporarily abandoned their 
own special markets and come over to 
the stock market for excitement and 
profit. These recruits, as a rule, have 
been bears, and presumably, unless they 
have ben trading for some time, they are 
in‘a position to secure some profits. One 
such trader recently made_.a tour of the 
West, and on his return expressed him- 
self very bearishly on stocks. He- put 
his theories into practice by comparative- 
ly heavy selling, and he at least is quite 
comfortable during the present market re- 
cession. One of his views on the mar- 
ket situation may be interesting. He 
said: ‘‘The more recent part of the ad- 
vance in prices has reflected most con- 
clusively the entire absence of any pub- 
lic, and it seems to me that those who 
are carrying stocks are beginning to feel 
that the old idea that the public will 
come in if prices are put high enough 
will not work this time. There are other 
things that would seem to indicate to 
me either that the market logically must 
recede temporarily, if for nothing else 
than because of the nclitical situation, or 
because those who have been advancing 
the market see that. a ‘substantial reces- 
sion from the high point might make 
stocks look comparatively cheap” 


Professionals’ Conspicuous Attitude, 

During the greater part of the advance 
in prices, and particularly the advance in 
such stocks as Union Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific, certain professionals have 
been conspicuous as buyers of stock, and 
apparently keenly in sympathy with the 
movement.

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BOOKS IN A TANGLE 


Even Firm Members Get Into 
Deep Water Trying to Ex- 
plain Their Accounts. 


BLIND PLUNGES IN MARKET 


Floor Member’s Mother and Her Sis- 
ter Put Half a Million Into 
_Syndicate That Got Mixed. 


By means of explanations wrung from 
three of the six youthful members of the 
defunct brokerage firm of O. A. Brown 
& Co., which failed on Aug. 25, Receiver 
Charles E. Littlefield learned something 
more yesterday about the mysterious 
“Account No. .500""—an account that 
served the Brokers in their attempt to rig 
the stock market on the famous Saturday 
morning of Aug. 22, by selling short to 
the extent of over $110,000,000. 

It was explained at a previous hearing 
in the bankruptcy proceedings, before 
Commissioner Alexander in the United 
States District Court, that “ Account No. 
500” was operated for one George I. 
Whitney of Pittsburg, who failed a year 
ago, a big debtor to A. O. Brown & Co. 
Yesterday it developed that ‘ Account 
No, 500” also was a convenient re- 
ceptacle for a debit. balance resulting 
from certain private speculations of A. O. 
Brown, the head of the firm, and L, G. 
Young, its floor member, one of the most 
youthful members. 

Receiver Littlefield and his counsel, 
Daniel P. Hays, had to laugh frequently 
during yesterday’s proceedings as the trio 
of members of the suspended firm tried 
alternately to explain things on the stand. 
They ‘“‘didn’t remember” and were 
coached hetween appearances by Edward 
F. Buchanan, the former telegraph oper- 
ator, who was the leading spirit in the 
Brown concern while it was running. At 
times even their own counsel, Edward 
Lauterbach, George W. Schurman, and 
Dix W. Noel, had to join in the merri- 
ment. At the close of the session Bu- 
chanan. made a little speech in which he 
contended that the organization of the 
firm was fine, but that the receiver had 
been asking the several members things 
that were known only to some of the 
other members. Mr. Buchanan offered to 
straighten matters out, but Mr. Mr. Lit- 
tlefield will not avail himself of the offer 
until the next hearing on Monday. 

It took a little raking over of ancient 
history to get a start on “‘ Account No, 
500,”’ for when Mr .Hays pointed out on 
the ledger of A. O. Brown & Co. that 
on June 15, 1908, a debit balance of $25,- 
891 had been transferred from “*L. G. 
Y. Special’? account to the ‘“‘No, 500” 
account, even Mr. Buchanan could not 
Say what it all meant, except that it was 
done to pay money into account “ No. 
500.’ 

Mr, Hays questioned A. O. Brown 
on this point without gficcess, and finally 
called L. G. Young to find out if he knew} 


what the account carried in his name] 
stood for, and what was done with it. 
Mr. Young first told how he had put 
$40,000 into the firm when he came in, 
ami thought he contributed $25,000 cash 


subsequently. 

Eventually Mr. Hays shoved on. the!

EUROPE’S WHEAT CROP SHORT 


Reaping Hindered and Yield Seriously 
Damaged by Rain. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—The Euro- 
pean reports to the Secretary of Agricult- 
ure say that the wheat harvest over the 
greater part of Europe is already com- 
pleted. In several countries reaping was 
hindered and the crops were seriously 
damaged, especially in quality, by rain. 
Prospects point to a smaller harvest than 
last year in the United Kingdom, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, France, Italy, and 
Portugal. 

Eastward of these countries a moderate 
increase in the yield is expected. But 
while Russia probably will reap a slight- 
ly heavier crop of wheat than last year 
and a materially larger rye crop, there is 
no doubt that the results will be below 
the average, even after making liberal 
allowance for the crop of Spring wheat. 
This will consequently be the third year 
of serious shortage.

No Monopoly for Coal Companies 


Owning Private Cars, 
Court Holds. 


MUST APPORTION TOTAL 


Private Owned Cars to be Included in 
Figuring the Percentage Due 
Each Shipper. 


Special to The New York Times. 

RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 17.—That big 
coal companies may not have a monopoly 
of transportation facilities by reason of 
their ownership of private cars is the 
feature of a decision handed down to-day 
by the United States Circuit Court in the 
case of the United States ex rel. Pit- 
cairn Coal Company vs. Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company and others. This was 
an action under Section 28 of the Inter- 
State Commerce act against the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad Company, the Fairmount 
Coal Company, and other allied compa- 
nies, to compel a fair and equal] distribu- 
tion of car servive among the mine own- 
ers of the Monongah Division. 


The case was tried before United States | 


District Judge Thomas J. Morris, and 
came up on writs of error sued out by 
both sides to the Circuit Court for the 
District of Maryland. The case on writs 
of error was heard before Judges Pritch- 
ard, McDowell, and Dayton. Judge Pritch- 
ard writes the opinion and Judge Dayton 
concurs. Judge McDowell dissents, but 
has not as yet filed his dissenting opinion. 
Will Aid Coal Industry. 


This is a case of great importance, 
vitally affecting the interests of the coal 
mine owners throughout the country, fix- 
ing as it does the true relation between 
the mine owners and the carriers so as to 
secure to each and every shipper an equal 
distribution of car service. The opinion, 
it is believed in court circles here, will 
result in the reopening of many indepen- 
dent mines that are now closed.

Confesses Many Robberies and 
Leads Police to Bronx Woods 
to Get Altar Service. 


TO UNEARTH MORE TO-DAY 


Arrested for Highway Robbery In Sul- 
livan County, He Tells Tale 


of Burled Plunder. 


The many church robberies occurring In 
the Bronx and Brookryn 1n the Spring 
months which, it was generally believed, 
would remain among the unsolved crimes, 
have been explained at last. The thief 
was James J. Flynn, a stripling of 19, 
who for a time lived at 762 Hast 142d 
Street, the Bronx. Recently his address 
has been the jail at Monticello, N. Y. 

Flynn, although awaiting trial at Mon- 
ticello for highway robbery, is now in 
this city through the kindness of Sheriff 
Davis of Sullivan County, and Capt. Price 
and his men of the Bronx Detective Bu- 
reau hope, with the aid of the prisoner, 
who has made a full confession of the 
thefts in which he was implicated, to 
recover much of the loot taken from the 
churches that were robbed. 

According to the prisoner, a good por- 
tion of the proceeds of his thefts is buried 
in the woods behind the Catholic Pro- 
tectory in Westchester. The police went 
there yesterday and unearthed enough to 
persuade them that Flynn was telling the 
truth. They were unable, however, to 
reach the major part of the buried plun- 
der because of the fact that Flynn’s hid- 
ing place is now heaped with twenty feet 
of dirt and rock thrown out by laborers 
engaged in cutting an extension of Taylor 
Street through that part of the woods. 

Flynn's connection with the chureh rob- 
beries in the various boroughs of this 
city might never have been suspected 
had he not broken down after his arrest 
at Monticello and made a confession, the 
details of which were forwarded to the 
police here by Sheriff Davis. The young 
man’s arrest in the Sullivan County vil- 
lage followed the hold-up and robbery of 
a resident of Monticello who described his 
assailants as Flynn and a companion who 
was found with him later. This man gave 
the name of John Duncor, and said he was 
four years older than Flynn. 

The hold-up occurred some months ago 
in a boxcar on a freight train. The Monti- 
cello man was riding in the car with a 
valuable horse, when Flynn and Duncor, 
as he afterward charged, attacked him 
and robbed him of his gold watch and all 
the money he had. Then they kicked him 
off the car and he rolled into a ditch, es- 
caping serious injury. 

Flynn and Duncor were arrested, and 
according to Capt. Price, who talked with 
Flynn yesterday, the young man asserted 
that Duncor, after robbing the Monticello 
man, suggested that he and Flynn shoot 


him so that he could carry ho tales, 
Flynn, according to Capt. Price, opposed 
this, and instead kicked the victim off of 
the train. 

After being locked up at Monticello, 
Flynn, according to the Sheriff, broke 
down and confessed the robberies, tellin 
how he had pawned some of the loot and 
; He said Duncor 
assisted him in the work of plunder. 

As soon as the police here heard of the 

confession they set out to dig in the 
places indicated by Flynn. They dug for 
three or four days without unearthing 
anything, and on Wednesday they ap- 
ealed to Sheriff Davis to bring Flynn 
ere to conduct the search personally. 
Flynn, with the Sheriff, reached here 
early yesterday morning, and was taken 
to Police Headquarters. 

In the afternoon he started for the 
Bronx with Sheriff vis, Capt. Price, 
and Detectives McCarton and Peeven of 
the Bronx Bureau, all armed with picks 
and shovels. Flynn led the way to the

PLAN FOR AMBROSE CHANNEL. 


Will Not Be Opened at Night for About 
Four Months. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Vigorous ap- 
peals have been made to the President 
and to the War Department by Atlantic 
steamship lines for the opening to navi- 
gation at night to the Ambrose Channel 
in New York Harbor. 

Chief of Engineers Marshall has now 
advised the Secretary of War that any 
premature opening of the channel at 
night would introduce possibility of ac- 
cidents and interfere with department 
plans. It is probable the requested per- 


mission will be accordingly deferred. Gen. 
Marshall says: 


If the work is permitted to proceed as at 
resent, without Interruption to the opera- 
fons of the dredges during the night, it is 
hoped and expected that within the next 
four months one-half the channel, or a 
width of approximately 1,000 feet, will have 
been completed, and recommendations can 
then be made to Congress for a modifica- 
tion of the law with a view to throwing 
open this part of the channel to all deep 
draught vessels. This will make available for 
all such vessels at all times, both day and 
night, a channel 1,000 feet wide and forty 
deep, which can be used with perfect safety, 
since {t then can be properly marked, and 
the confusing dredging lights and buoys 
can be removed. 

Any premature opening of the partially 
completed channel to night navigation wil! 
seriously interfere with the plans of the 
department, will delay the opening ‘of the 
1,000-foot channel as proposed, will in- 
crease the cost of the work, and introduce 
possibilities of accidents that might entirely 
offset the excellent results in rapidity of 
execution and economy already secured 


He declares there has been no intention 
of delaying the use of the channel until 
entire completion.

The amount loaned on 
collateral was $478,018,714, an increase 
of $9,875,149.
